MOSCOW, Oct. 28.—(P)—On 
eve of another hard winter, the soviet 
citizenry drew a surprise dividend to- 
day on its investment in the 
year plan in the form of a 30 per cent 
average reduction in tke prices of 
commodities sold in commercial shops.

Diligent Traffic Law 


~ 


Enforcement 


Urged by Wilson in Macon Address 


‘MACON, Ga., Oct. 2%—(P)—In- 
creased road construction, bringing 
with it an increase in motor trans- 
portation, must bring Georgia peace 
officers to a more diligent’ enforcer 
ment of the state's traffic laws, with: 
out regard for the individuals involv- 
ed, or “there will be no end,to the de- 
struction of property or the loss of 
life,” John Wilson, secretary of state, 
said in an address Wednesday to the 
Macon Kiwanis Club. His talk cen- 
ee around an explanation of traffic 
aws. 


_ He'said that because of “tag shift- 
ing,” practiced generally in this state, 
the state not only is losing large sums 


of money annually, but “there is no 
possible way to identify owners.” 


“When a license tag is issued and 
assigned to a given car it cannot be 
transferred from that car te another, 
and when the vihicle is sold or traded 
the tag must go with it, and a reeerd 
of the transfer made in the office of 
secretary df state,” hessaid. 

Mr. Wilson said that the sheriff® 
of the ygrious counties can largely re- 


duce this form of infraction through a 
diligent enforcement of the law. 


It is in violation of the law, Mr. 
Wilson said, for a driver to pass an- 
other unless the road isclear of ap- 
proaching traffic or to pass another 
on 4 hill top or on a curve where the 
view is in any way obstructed. 


_ The secretary of-state called atten- 
tion to the problem of interstate traf- 
fic—a subject which, he said, the pres- 
ent laws of Georgia do not fuliy con- 
template. 

“Improved highways have increased 
traffic in all forms between states, 
or adjoining states; to such an 
extent that a reciprocal policy is al- 
most imperative, or otherwise, in my 
opinion, the federal government will 
soon take jurisdiction.” 

He said that Georgia is having a 
minimum of trouble in this connec- 
tion, but that occasionally individual 
cases are in dispute, It is bis oyinion, 
he said, that only the operator for 
hire who is doing’ an interstate busi-_| 
ness g@nerally, upon a fixed route, and 
upon a fixed schedule, should be re- 


uired to purchase the license tags in 
the various state in to which his op- 
erations carry him. 

The 1932 automobile tag for Geor- 
gia as shown by Mr. Wilsqn, will 
have a dark blue background’ and 
white letters and figures. It will be 
longer than used uring tHe present 
year and ‘will revert to the former pol- 
icy of marking the tags with the first 
six letters of the alphabet signifying 
the weight of the éar.

That he succeeded’ in meeting them 
hecomes more amazing the more deep 
lv the erection of that first central 
power station is studied.

And from that camp, under what co- 
ercive influences we can only conjec- 
ture what transpired in court, came 
that array of shocking perjury with 
which the court was confronted dur- 
ing the closing days of the trial. 

“We had here the spectacle of wit- 
ness after witness testifving in a way 
which was psychologically impossible, 
pretending to remember things. which 
in the very nature of the human mind 
the witness conld not have remem- 
bered if he had forgotten the things 
which he pretended to have forgotten. 
It was perjury on the face of it. 

“It is perfectly clear from a long

FORD REDUCES WAGES 
F HIGH SALARIED MEN 


(Copyright, 1931, Lnited Press.) 

DETROIT, Oct. 28.—Benry Ford 
is eutting off part of the “prosperity 
dollar’’ wage increases granted his em- 
ployes during boom times, the United 
Press was informed today at the 
Ford Motor Company. 

While not definitely announced yet, 
the minimum pay for Ford workers 
probably will be reduced from $7 a 
day to &6, the old rate in effect prior 
to 1920. Higher paid employes will 
suffer reductions in proportion, or 
greater. 

Ford announced his $7 a day mini- 
mum wage more than a year ago, 
after a conference with President 
Hoover in Washington. In effect he 
meant to pass to the workers some of 
the profits accumulated over the un- 
usual vears of 1928-20. it was said, 
with the idea also of stimulating busi- 
ness generally, 

After continuing wages based on 
| what Ford considers the “inflated dol- 
lar’ of the last few years, the time 
has come to return a “more nor- 
| mal” basis, it was said.

Contract Bridge bidding furnishes 
the opportunity for the drawi | of the 
most delicate inferences from  part- 
ners bids made under varying condi- 
tions. Accurate reading of these bids 
is the soul of Contract, and the per- 
fect partnership at the Bridge table 
can make bids which to less experi- 
enced play rs appear daring, if not 
foolhardy, but are absolutely safe and 
based upon correct inferences drawn 
from what partner has said or failed 
tO SAY. 

In today’s hand, a game contract at 
notrump was reached by apparently 
daring, but actually extremely accu- 
rate bidding. The contract so made 
was fulfild by no less accurate play.

My first reaction to this was somewhat in the nature of ‘““What 

of it?” But since that time I have been talking with Professor 

Art Folwell, who had studied considerable Roman history. He 

points out to me that the history of Roman sports indicates that 

when the cheering becomes apathetic the sports decline, 

He shows that the Coliseum, which once was a livelier place than the 
Yale bowl and staged a greater variety of sports, now is a mere ruin. 
Professor Folwell is convinced that this was brought about by the failure 
of the Roman cheering sections to maintain their enthusiasm. When the 
cheering became purely perfunctory and the cheer leaders lost their pep, 


that was the beginning of the end. 


I gather that there must have been no end of fun in the good 
old days when the Romans had the real enthusiasm that makes 
for sport. The acoustics of what is left of the Coliseum are still 
good. It must have been what the boys call a “blood-surging” 
scene on Saturday afternoon, as one approached the old Coliseum 
and heard the cheering for the lions in the game between the 
lions and Christians. 

One could hear from any of the seven hills of Rome the strains of 
University of Rome’s marching song, dedicated to the lions: 
“Good night, poor Christians, 
You’re out of sight; 
We've got your number, 
Christians, good night. 
Come on, you lions, 
We've got a hunch 
You'll have some Christians 
Hashed. up for lunch.” 

About this time the emperor would enter the arena and take 
his seat in his box. The University of Rome’s cheer leaders 
would turn flip-flops and somersaults and call for a long cheer 
for Nero. 

And, from what I can gather from the faded parchments, the 
cheering was neither perfunctory nor half-hearted. When the 
old Roman boys started cheering they put their lungs into the 
work and the cry would rise: 

“Break their necks with an ax, an ax, 
Roar for gore, get some more. 
Hear us screech, ‘He’s a peach. 
Who’s a peach? Nero!’” 
Of course, 1 do not maintain that the old Roman cheers had any 
greater literary merit than the cheers of some of the modern universities.

chew a team of lions, with the result that the classic Christien- 

Lion contest would be abandoned. 

Apparently, what Seneca predicted eventually came to pass. There 
has not been a Christian-Lion game at the Coliseum for centuries, and 
the Coliseum is in very bad repair. 

So you see that a sport lasts only as long as the cheering. 

‘ CHEERS AND PROSPERITY. 

Of course, the apathy in the matter of cheering is not confined to 
the Yale bowl. I get it from reliable sources that the cheering at other 
stadia is decreasing in volume and this, as we have seen, is an alarming 
sign. 
. As far as I know, the Coliseum was paid for long before the 
sports that were held there started to decline, with the natural 
result that the gate receipts fell off. Conditions are different in 
some of our modern stadia. A large majority of them have not 


yet been entirely paid for. 
If the cheering subsides and the gate receipts decrease there will be 


‘considerable difficulty in lifting the mortgages on some of the modern 


college stadia. You cannot lift the mortgage on a college stadium unless
